Our Centennial Project has been the building of a cairn to 
honour those who contributed towards the first shipment of grain 
from Springfield Municipality, pictured on our cover, of this year’s 
prize list. 

The cairn will be unveiled at 2 o’clock on Fair day which is 
Saturday, July 29. 

THE STORY OF THE FIRST SHIPMENT 

There was a very serious failure of the spring wheat crop in the prov¬ 
ince of Ontario in 1876, the hardy Fyfe Wheat, which had been the chief 
sitandby for many years, was almost worthless, apparently having lost its 
vigor and would no longer yield a profitable crop. The fame of the Red 
River Valley wheat was already spreading and it was decided by his company 
that R. C. Steele, founder of the firm of Steele, Briggs Seed Co., Limited, 
now of Toronto, Hamilton, Winnipeg and Regina, should go to Manitoba and 
procure, if passible, 5,000 bushels of her finest wheat for seed in Ontario. 

The journey was made via St. Paul to Fisher’s Landing, Minn., the end 
of the railway at that time. His through ticket for balance of the trip was 
by steamer to Winnipeg, which took from two to three days, and fearing 
that the river would freeze up before the wheat could be secured and brought 
down to the railway, Mr. Steele abandoned his steamboat ticket, hired a 
lumber wagon, the only conveyance available, and drove 13 miles across the 
country to Grand Forks, Dakota, arriving there at 6 o’clock in the evening, 
and reaching Winnipeg at 12 o’clock the next night, the journey of 150 miles 
having occupied thirty hours’ continuous riding. 

Upon making known to the merchants of Winnipeg that the object' 
of his visit was to secure some of their famous wheat for shipment to Toronto 
for seed, every assistance possible was rendered by the business men of the 
town, captained by David Young, of the firm of Higgins, Young & Peebles, 
as all were anxious to have a hand in the first shipment of wheat from 
Manitoba, the outlook even then being such that it would be an event to 
talk about in after years. The early close of navigation left little time for 
securing the wheat, and as threshing machines and fanning mills were few 
and far between in Manitoba in those days, of the amount stated above 857W 
bushels was all the choice wheat that could be secured in time for the last 
steamer leaving Winnipeg before the close of navigation, and within 48 
hours after the steamer with this wheat on board reached Fisher’s Landing, 
the Red River was frozen over and navigation closed for the winter. From 
Fisher’s Landing the wheat was shipped by rail to Duluth, together with 
4,000 bushels more selected wheat purchased in Northern Minnesota. From 
Duluth shipment was made by vessel to Sarnia and then by rail to Toronto.

POINTS CONSIDERED IN JUDGING BAKING 
It is impossible with the number of judges provided at a rural fair to 
have the Exhibits scored. The points listed are intended to show the exhibitor 
the relative importance of the qualities looked for when judging, and to serve 
as a guide for the judge on which to base her decisions. 

FOODS 

BISCUITS — Plain tea biscuits without currants, peel, etc. 

Points 

25 Appearance— Color, even golden brown, no spots, free from surface 
flour. 

Size, uniform, 114” side by 2” diameter gives an at¬ 
tractive biscuit. 

Shape, evenly risen vertical sides, level top. 

30 Texture— Grain even, light for size, fluffy. Flaky; will peel off 

into long thin strips, this gives extreme lightness. 

5 Crust— Tender; natural crust best for exhibition purposes, no 

coating of egg or milk. 

40 Flavor— Appetizing; biscuits frequently have a flat taste. 

BREAD AND BUNS — Brown bread is judged by the same points as white. It 
should contain a reasonable amount of bran, whole wheat or graham flour, 
and may or may not contain molasses. 

Points 

15 Appearance— Individual loaf baked in a rectangular pan approxi 
mately 9” x 5” x 3” or a 1 pound to 2 pound loaf. 

Color of baking, even, golden brown, top and bottom. 
10 Crust— Depth, about 

Crispness, tender yet crisp, free from cracks; natural 
crust required. 

35 Crumb— Color, even and creamy, not streaky. 

Grain, small even cells. 

Lightness, light for size. 

Elasticity, springy. 

Moisture, normal. 

40 Flavor— Odor, sweet and free from yeasty smell. 

Taste, sweet, nutty flavor. 

CAKE — If icing is used, cake filling and icing are considered together. 
Sponge cake and angel cake should be baked in a tube pan and should not 
be iced. Gingerbread should not be iced. 

Points 

35 Appearance— Shape, evenly risen. 

Size, convenient for use. 

Baking, even, golden brown, tender crust. 
Appearance of frosting, creamy, not necessarily a 
smooth surface.

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Baking (continued) 

40 Crumb— Color, even throughout. 

Texture, fine, even grain. 

Quality, tender, light, springy. 

Moisture, not too dry. 

15 Flavor— Cake and icing. 

10 Frosting— Texture, well beaten, smooth, not granular to taste. 

N.B.: Icing and frosting are the same. 

White cake has no egg yolk — just egg whites. 

Creamy or gold cake has egg yolks. 

COOKIES — Small cakes are judged similarly to cookies. The shape is deter¬ 
mined by baking in individual pans or baking and then cutting into shape. 

In stating the requirements for shortbread specify either a 5” size or individual. 
Points 

25 Appearance— Size and shape, uniform. 

Thin cookies should be crisp. 

30 Texture— Tender with richness. 

10 Thickness— To suit the mixture 

Baking, even color, free from surface flour. 

35 Flavor— 

FRUIT CAKE — A three-pound fruit cake is suggested for exhibit purposes. 
Points 

30 Appearance— Shape, evenly risen. 

Size, depth of an average fruit cake tin. 

Baking, even baking throughout, even color, and tender 
crust. 

35 Texture and Proportion of fruit to mixture; sufficient mixture to 

Quality— hold fruit together. Light fruit cakes may have less 

fruit. 

Texture, and quality, even and tender. 

Moisture, moist but not wet. 

35 Flavor— Should be a blended flavor. 

N.B.: Light fruit cake contains no spices, molasses or brown sugar.

I. $1.00 Membership admits members on grounds on Fair Days and also 
entitles Exhibitors to make 20 entries; for each additional entry 5 cents 
will be charged. 

3. All entries shall be in the hands of the Secretary-Treasurer by July 21st. 
The Directors reserve the right to refuse any entries received after that 
date. A charge of 25 cents will be made on each entry received on day of 
Exhibition. There will be a charge of 5c per entry after July 21st until 
Fair Day. 

4. Building will be open to receive exhibits by 9 o’clock, D.S.T., morning 
of July 28th. Judging will commence as soon as the Judges report after 12 
o’clock. Articles must be ready for competition at hour stated (12 o’clock) 
or Exhibitors will forfeit th'sir rights to exhibit and compete for a Prize. 

Doors close at 12 o’clock. 

5. Pedigrees must be produced with all animals shown in Pure Bred Classes. 

6. Exhibitors are requested to bring Horse into the ring properly groomed 
and fixed as well as possible. 

7. The Roots, Vegetables and Dairy Products must be the property of the 
exhibitor, and produced on his farm or holding this year, and must be the 
number, weight and measure called for, or they will not be allowed to 
compete; but after the Directors have used their best endeavors to have 
this rule carried out, should any article being short inadvertently go before 
the Judges, their decision shall be final. Butter packages must have 
the weight marked on the bottom. 

8. Preserves, Pickles, etc., must be prepared by the Exhibitor. 

9. The stock must be the bona fide property of the Exhibitor. 

10. Domestic Manufacturers and Ladies’ Work must be the work of the 
Exhibitor. 

II. In the event of a dispute as to the ownership of any exhibit, the Exhibitor 
will be required to take an affidavit that the animal or article belongs 
to him, and is entered in accordance with the rules. 

12. Only one entry will be allowed to any Exhibitor from one holding in one 
section of a class, except in the case of Stock, but the Judges may report 
to the Board any article of merit and the Directors may grant Honorary 
Certificates but no animal will be allowed to compete in more than one 
class, except for Sweepstake prizes. 

13. In the absence of competition in any section, or if the stock or article 
exhibited be of inferior quality, the Judges are instructed to award only 
such premiums as they think the articles deserving of. They will exer¬ 
cise their deScretion as to whether they will award First, Second or any 
prize. 

14. The Judges may recommend articles although not on the Prize List, and 
the Directors will take the matter into consideration. 

15. No person will be allowed to interfere with Judges while in the discharge 
of their duties and Exhibitors so interfering will forfeit the right to any 
premium to which he might otherwise be entitled. 

16. All articles must remain on exhibition until 8 p.m. D.S.T. Saturday, 
July 29th (and later at the request of the Directors). No entries shall be

removed except by permit signed by the Secretary, and surrendered to 
the officers in charge. 

17. Entries may be sent post paid to the Secretary Treasurer, but must be 
in her hands one week before the exhibition. (5c per entry after July 21). 

18. No sacks or packages admitted with name, mark or initial thereon. 

19. Any infringement of Rules and Regulations will be punished by withholding 
the prizes, expulsion from the Society or both. 

20. The Directors will take every precaution under the circumstances to 
insure the safety of the articles sent to the exhibition, and should any 
article be accidentally injured, lost or stolen, they will give all assistance 
in their power towards the recovery of same, but will not make any 
payment on the value thereof, neither will they hold themselves respon¬ 
sible for Special Prizes which the winners may be unable to collect. 

21. A meeting of the Directors will be held after the show to hear and decide 
any complaints or grievances that may have arisen in awarding prizes, 
and anyone knowing of any infraction of the rules is requested to notify 
the Secretary of the facts on the day of the Exhibition. 

23. The first Prize Ticket will be RED; the Second, BLUE; and the third, 
WHITE. 

24. Articles on Exhibition shall not be handled except by the Officers having 
charge of the departments to which they belong, and in order to have 
all articles conspicuously arranged, competitors will favor the Society 
by themselves coming at an early hour, so as to give the Directors time 
to have the said articles properly arranged. All officers will be at their 
posts at 9 a.m.

28. Bulls must have a ring in the nose and be properly secured to prevent 
the possibility of an accident, and all Cattle must be tied up. 

29. Exhibitors receiving certificates for prizes in goods must present them 
to the donors within thirty days after the receipt thereof, and must show 
the orders before selecting the goods. 

30. When paying the prizes, the Secretary-Treasurer will keep back $1.00 from 
parties winning $3.00 and upward as Membership Fee for the following 
year. 

31. All members allowed one admission Ticket to Exhibition. Other visitors 
will be charged 75c each; School children up to 14 years, 25c; under 
School age, free.
